VICTIM WAS PLACED ~ 
AT WINDOW AND SHOT 


Talk of Getting Rid of Him 
Began Soon After His 
Wife’s Brother Came to 
Live With Them. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BISMARCK, Mo., July 16.—Miss 
Ada Biggs, 19 years old, confessed 
yesterday that she had shot and 
killed'her stepfather, William Silas 
Simpson, 5:i, a garage owner, by 
firing through the window of their 
home last night. 

Miss Biggs, who was graduated 
this spring from the Bismarck 
High School, said that she and her 
mother and her uncle, Oscar Green- 
wall, had planned to do away with 
Simpson to “bring peace into the 
family.” 

Greenwahl, who was arrested 
yesterday and taken to the county 
jail at Farmington, first confessed 
the plot to authorities and was 
brought here yesterday afternoon. 
Confrontéd with Greenwanhl’s state- 
ment, his sister, Mrs. Simpson, also 
confes%d, as did the girl. 

According: to their stories, Green- 
wahl and his sister, Mrs. Simpson 
loaded a shotgun and gave it to the 
girl. They cocked the weapon be- 
cause she was unfamiliar with fire- 
arms. Ada then was sent outside 
while Mrs. Simpson and Greenwahl 
raised a window. They then man- 
aged to get Simpson unsuspectingly 
in front of the window, where he 
was shot in the head by his step- 
daughter. 

The girl,.in her statement, said | 
that the stepfather always had 
been mean to her and had forbid- 
den her to go out with boys or 
girls. For four or five years she 
and her mother had had trouble 
with Simpson and when, about 11 
months ago, the uncle came to 
live with them, conditions grew 
worse. She said: several 
ago they first began to talk of 
ridding themselves of Simpson to 
promote family peace. 

Four small children of Mrs. 
Simpson by her present marrige 
were asleep, in the home at. the 
time of the shooting. Greenwashl 
had been living with the Simpsons 
and working in the garage with his 
brother-in-law. His home is_ in 
Wesco, Crawford County, where he 
has a family. 

The shooting aroused the entire 
neighborhood for the reason that it 
Was at first thought thata strang- 
er had fired through the window. 
So many people thronged around 
the house that efforts to use 
bloodhounds were futile. 

Miss Biggs, her mother and uncle 
were taken to jail at Farming- 
ton.

To Seek 12 Other Men. 

After coaling at Advent Bay, the 
nearest port, the Kragssin will press 
its search for the 12 men who are 
still swallowed up in the Arctic 

Aviator Chukhnovsky, who early 
last week by a brilliant air recon- 
naissance sighted Capt. Alberto 
Mariano and Capt. Filippo Zappi, 
members of the walking party of 
the Italia, gave the first news to 
the world of these men, who hed 
been given up for dead. Chukh- 
Lovsky was accompanied on the 
flight by Movie Operator Blush- 
tein and three Russian mechanics, 
Straude, Shelagin and Alekacey. 
The group left the Krassin early 
in the week in search of the Vig- 
Heri party, stranded off Foyne 
island. While flying over a region 
about 20 miles from the Krassin, 
which was pounding its way 
through the ice, Chukhnovsky saw 
the Zappi group and immediately 
notified his base ship. 

Chukhnovsky circled the Iittle 
group in search of a landing place, 
but was unable to find it. He 
flew back to the Krassin to give 
a report and then again went out 
toward the stranded men. On this 
second flight, he was forced to 
land near Cape Platten, just off 
Northeast Land, and in landing 
damaged his plane. 

Urges Ship to Go On, 

Undaunted by his predicament, 
Chukhnovsky urged the Krassin te 
press on in the rescue of the two 
men who, he said, appeared in an 
exhausted condition. 

Chukhnovsky had provisions for 
two weeks and had equipment to 
make a safe enrampment, Conse- 
quently no fear was felt for him 
and his companions. 

With the Chukhnoveky party

picked up, there are now only two 
Kroups connected with the Italia 
tragedy definitely unaccounted for. 
One group consists of the six men 
who were carried off in the bag 
of the Itaila when it- waa wrecked 
and the other group consists of the 
six men in the Amundsen party.

Strong ¢riticism was voiced in the 
soviet press not only of the placing 
of Malmgren alive in the ground, 
but also of Gen. Nobile’s oeing res- 
cued first and the conduct of the 
Italia expedition. 3 


Mariano and Zappi and Dr. 
Malmgren started from the scene 
of the crash of the Italia across the 
ice.for land on May 30. In their 
march they suffered untold priva- 
tion. For days they drifted on 
floating ice. Zappi was quoted as 
saying that several miles southwest 
of Brock Island, Molmgren was un- 
able to march. He told his two 
companions to go ahead -.nd take 
all the provisions. Zappi’s account 
continued: ~ | : 

“Before leaving Malmgren asked 
us to dig’a grave‘in the ‘ce and he 
lay down: Quietly he stretched out 
his hand bidding us adieu and 
handing up:his compass, requested 
us to give it to his mother. 

Tells Them to. Go On. 

‘We plodded on slowly. In 24 
hours we were only 100 meters 
from Malmgren. We saw Malm- 
gren raise his head. Hopirg that

Malmegren cried: 

““Go! Go! At the price of my 
life you’ll save all.’ ” ? 

“We marched on, suffering great 
privatiom One mile from Brock 
Island Mariano became lind and 
again we drifted with the ice.

seeing ~the Krassin, Mariano re- 
gained his ebbing life.’”’ 

The Iteiia crashed on 
the account from Prof. Sameoilo- 
vich as related to him by Zappi, 
went on, Thick ice formed on the 
dirigible and it sunk earthward, 
head first. When the gondola 
struck the ice the 
were hurtled out and the motor 
engineer was killed and buried in 
the ice by his comrades. 

Sees Bag of Dirigible Explode. 

“The balloon was freed from the 
gondola,” Zappi continued, “and 
rose skyward into distance, soon to 
explode and burst into flame. The 
men fixed the radio but could only 
hear, not send. .On May 30 Malm- 
gren, Mariano and I went jm the 
direction. of Cape Nord hoping to 
meet Norwegian tradesmen taking 
provisions.” 

The wreck of the Ftalia, as de- 
scribed by the rescued men aboard 
the icebreaker Krassin to a cor- 
respondent for Tass, the Soviet 
news agency, was caused by a 
heavy layer of ice which covered 
the -dirigible and made maneuver- 
ing impossible. 

The rescued men told the cor- 
respondent that everything went 
well until the balloon and its pro- 
pellers became heavily encrusted 
with ice. Then the helm became 
crippled by ice and with maneuv- 
ering impossible, the dirigible sud- 
denly tilted and caused the catas- 
trophe far from shore. The me- 
chanical apparatus of the Italia 
worked well throughout and all the 
motors functioned until the’ crash 
against the ice. . - 7 

Bag Rises to Great Height. 

The main-stern and motor gon- 
dolas were wrecked, and the free 
bag of the dirigible then rose to a 
great height and was. carried off by 
the wind. 

Capt. Alberto Mariano, pilot: of 
the dirigible, saw” smoke when the 
bag suddenly fell -about half 
hour after the crash. 

After resciing Mariano and 
Zappi the Krassin then pushed on 
to. rescue the five men command- 
ed by Lieut. Alfredo Viglieri at 
the scene of: the disaster. The 
group hearc the Krassin’s sirens 
a 1 sighted. it shortly after 4:15 
p. m. Thursday. . fhey wirelessed 
their position directing the ship 
to them. Smoke signals and rock- 
\vere sent up by the Vigliri 
group. Five and a half hours after 
they had heard the siren’ they 
were safe abvard the vessel. 

The Viglierl group was found to 
be well .provided with food and 
warm clothing. They had three 
pneumatic boats ready for ‘emer- 
gencies such as the breaking up 
of the ice.

PARIS, July 2 (By Mail).— 
More than 75 St. Louisans, mem- 
bers of the Air Board European 
delegation, piled into several auto- 
mobiles early yesterday morning 
and refought the war under the 
generalship of lLouis Durel, a 
French guide of untiring energy 
and mediocre English. They saw 
the little town of Claye, a suburb 
of Paris, and realized how close 
the Germans struck to the French 
capital; bought beaded bags at 
Soissons, the No Man’s Land during 
the war, and returned wearily to 
their hotel at midnight, after a 
230-mile journey. 

With typical French tact, Durel 
pointed with pride to several 
bridges rebuilt by American engi- 
neers and praised the American 
doughboy for the part he played 
in the war. From the moment 
he escorted them from the Hotel 
Ambassador on the boulevard 
Haussmann at 17:30 #£=yesterday 
morning, Durel gesticulated and 
shouted his announcements. Said 
Louis Durel: : 

“We are now approaching the 
city limits of Paris, Look, my chil- 
dren, this suburb of the great city 
of Paris, is actually the gite of the 
old city, itself. Ah, Claye, Claye, 
the extreme limit of the German 
advance during the Great War, in 
which America played such an im- 
portant part. The Germans occu- 
pied this town for a few weeks, 
but were repulsed s * bd 
cut off from their supplies 
° ° * expected to get them 
in Paris. Ah, no messieurs, the 
French were determined to save 
Paris at any price. s s 

In Belleau Wood. 

“In this little town your own 
Second Division entrained in 1918. 
We now approach Belleau Wood, at 
one time the headquarters of Gen. 
Harbord. This road, commanding

| the highways to Paris, is the fden- 


tical route taken by Gen. Pershing. 

“Belleau Wood, Belleau Wood! 
Look to your right, mesdames. 
There you see all that remains of 
the trenches which were used by 
the valiant sons of France and 
America in 1914 and 1918. See, 
right here in the center of the 
road, a collection of cooking uten- 
sils, helmets, barbed wire... rusted 
with age. The trees, messieurs, 
some of them dead, like many of 
the brave fighters; others shot to 
pieces. It is tame now, compared 
to its state 10 years ago. Then the 
trees had fallen across the road, 
the wood was strewn with bayonets 
and helmets.” 

It was nearly 2 o’clock when the 
delegates arrived at Rheims, where 
they were to have luncheon. 

Kheims, apparently, is the lunch- 
ing place for the bulk of tourists. 
A large hotel of several dining 
rooms was crowded and a number 
of persons were waiting.for a sec- 
ond table.

Disappointed, she vented 
her wrath upon the expensive fur- 
niture and bric-a-brac. Polige said 
the dagaes to the furnishings 
would total $1000 or more. She 


was arrested on a charge of mali- 
cious mischief. 

Pleading guilty Saturday, Mrs. 
Wright received a 30-day sentence 
which was suspended on the con- 
dition that she would reimburse 
the owner of the property. She 
then swore out warrants charging 
Wright and his alleged companion, 
Olga Hinzenberg, the former Olga 
Milanoff, a Montenegrin dancer, 
with being lewd and dissolute per- 
sons. She contended that Wright 
and Miss Milanoff were subject to 
prosecution because the architect 
still was technically her husband, 
The divorce decree has not been 
made final, Thus far the warrants 
have not been served.

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CONGRATULATIONS TO MR: HOOVER. 


It was an American who prolonged the ugly dis- 
pute over Louvain Library. Whitney Warren, an 
architect who planned the restoration of the shell- 
torn edifice, insisted that its facade be inscribed with 
the phrase: “Destroyed by Germany fury, restored 
by American generosity.” For weeks the conflict 
raged. Warren was opposed by officials of Louvain 
University and by sensible persons everywhere. But 
he continued to stir up bad blood and to incite the 
students of Louvain to disorderly demonstrations. 
For a while the issue was in doubt, when Warren 
went so far as to appeal to the courts, but in the 
end good sense and good taste prevailed. On July 
4 the restored building was dedicated and no re- 
minder of war hatred defaces its facade. 

It was also an American who settled the quarrel, 
once and for all, namely, Herbert Hoover. Mr. Hooy- 
er is one of the members of the restoration com- 
mittee and his word had conclusive weight.

That any New York 
newspaper has printed any such stuff as Mr. White 
charges is news in New York. But it is significant 
that Mr. Miller acknowledges that he sent data to 
Mr. White.

THE IRONIES OF ARCTIC FLYING. 


A little group of men stood about the wrecked 
gondola of the dirigible Italia, just after ice piled 
on by a storm near the North Pole had brought it 
crashing to earth. Facing Gen. Nobile, chief of the 
ill-fated expedition, was Dr. Finn Malmgren, the me- 
teorologist. Although not old in years (he was only 
33) Dr. Malmgren was a veteran of the Arctic. He 
had served with honor on the Maud expedition in 
1922 and with Amundsen on the Norge in 1925. Be- 
cause of these experiences, he realized the true sig- 
nificance of the Italia’s misadventure. So he pointed 
to the dark water between the floating floes. ‘That 
is the best place for me,” he told his chief. 

Nobile pleaded with Malmgren not to take his own 
life. The Swedish meteorologist listened, consented 
to live a while longer and next day shot a polar bear, 
which was to furnish food for many days. Then he 
started with two companions on the long march to 
Kings Bay to bring aid. Two weeks later he was left 
by them to perish miserably on the ice. 4 

That is but one short raveling from the thread of 
bitter irony which has run through the pattern wov- 
en by the Italia catastrophe. Gen. Nobile, who re- 
cruited the expedition and piloted his 16 men into 
the Arctic wastes, left the pitiful remnant of his crew 
by the first plane which came along. The next res- 
cue was that of an able-bodied man, the soldier of 
fortune, Lundborg, who took Nobile off and himself 
became marooned on a return journey. After eating 
for two weeks of the provisions which kept the weak- 
ened survivors alive, Lieut. Lundborg returned to the 
Outside world to tell how they were fever-stricken 
and going mad, how the injured Ceccioni needed: med: 
ical aid at once, how the radio operator, Biogi, tot- 
tered twice a day to his key. But neither of these 
men took the passenger seat in the rescue plane. 
With three others they were rescued. after 
being on the ice 48 days. 

And there were other tragedies. Roald Amundsen, 
with whom Nobile had engaged in gusty contention 
since the Norge expedition, apparently has given his 
life in an effort to rescue the man who had assailed 
his leadership. | 

The story of the “walking party” survivors, when 
they are able to tell it, doubtless will have further 
evidence of the sardonic pranks fate has played on 
the explorers. Without cheering radio messages or 
aircraft flying over with supplies, they willed to live, 
then waited to die. The world will greet them as 
brave men when they return from the scene of their 
buffetings by Arctic winds and chanee.

WHAT IS PROVINCIALISM? 
From the New York World. 
HE Portland Oregonian greets the nom- 


ination of Gov. Smith with the comment 
that “the Democratic party asks the Na- 
tion to elect this man of provincia! experi- 
ence and prejudice President.” The same 
objection is expressed by a dozen cther im- 
portant Western newspapers. The Minnea- 
polis Journal calls the Houston ticket “too 
citified, too ignorantly urban.” The Los 
Angeles Times declares that Gov. Smith 
represents “the most local of local organ- 
izations” and will not do because “he 
knows nothing of national affairs and na- 
tional problems.”’ In Republican circles in 
the West “local” and “‘citified’” are appar- 
ently to be catchwords. It is pruposed to 
wave aside Gov. Smith’s claims on _ the 
presidency with*the one damning: word 
“provincial.” . 

a - 

This is a natural, if a very false 2nd sup- 
erficial, mode of attacking the Democratic 
candidate. It is natural because all Amer- 
ican history till the last generation has been 
the history of a Nation on the march: of a 
mobile and pioneering people the careers 
of whose heroes were colored by the west- 
ward swing. Many of them, like Jeffer- 
son, Jackson and Lincoln, were born on the 
frontiers; most of them, even when reared 
on the coast, like Roosevelt, had tasted 
Western experiences; and even after the 
Civil War most of them combined rural 
boyhood with urban maturity. That era 
is now past. We shall have more and more 
national leaders whose experience is pure- 
ly urban. Society having beoome fairly 
static, we shall have more and more Jead- 
ers whose careers have been confined to 
One State. But the old tradition is so 
strong, and it is so hard to face the fact 
that America ig no longer. a fluid, pion- 
eering country, that Alfred E. Smith's nor- 
ination is inevitably met with the cry 
“provincial.” 

+ * . 

It is a silly cry, because provincialism is 
not a matter of geography but of mentality. 
The true provincial is the man with a closed 
mind and a narrow range of SY¥Ympathias. 
We have had provincial Presidents—Presi- 
dents, that is, with limited outlook. chilled 
einotions and no power of adaptability. 
John Quincy Adams was a provincial. He 
had a distinguished Massachusetts career, 
he was twice Senator in Washingtom and 
he served as Minister in London, Berlin and 
St. Petersburg. But he made a provincia! 
President, totally out of harmony with the 
broad new impulses of Jacksonian democ- 
racy, and his admiistration was a failure. 
Benjamin Harrison was intellectually a 
provincial. His geographical experience 
was wide, but he had a narrow, inflexible 
mind and restricted sympathies. Mr. Cool- 
idge is in many respects provincial; William 
Allen White has characterized him as such 
and the characterization will not be dis- 
puted by Western farmers. Conversely, 
many American leaders whose background 
has been purely local have been 3% broad- 
minded, so adaptable and resourceful, so 
sympathetic with every sound element in 
national life, that nobody ever called them 
provincial. Cleveland when elected Presi- 
dent had hardly been outside New York 
State. Until his inauguration he had paid 
but a single one-day visit to Washington. 
But who ever thought of calling Grover 
Cleveland “provincial?” : 

As a matter of fact, provincialism in the 
mere geographical sense is about ‘the last 
thine the West should disparage when it 


, 


measures fitness for the presidency. For- 
merly the fact of geographical provincial- 
ism was precisely what the West gloried in. 
Lincoln from his boyhood up had hardly 
been outside Illinois; he had made but one 
hasty visit to the East. His world was the 
world of Springfield and the Urbana-Dan- 
ville circuit. Jackson’s experience was con- 
fined to the frontier. Is it fair to say it is 
all right to be a provincial—geographically 
—if you are from the West, but all wrong 
if you happened to be born in New York? 
Is it sensible? The country will instinctive- 
ly recognize long before the campaign is 
over that the test is not of how many miles 
a candidate has traveled or how many States 
he has lived in but of the mang native 
qualities of mind and heart and of their use 
and development in the sphere tn which 
circumstance has cast him. The test of an 
ability to rise above provincialism is ability 
to show an open mind, to meet new prob- 
lerns, to absorb information quickly, to be 
flexible, sympathetic and just. 


IT WAS SCHUBERT’S HOME. 
From the Dallas Morning News. 
IENNA has been making a fortnight’s 


celebration of the Franz Schubert cen- 
tenary. The Heldenplatz has echoed the 
strains of his compositions. The State 
Opera House hag offered the new opera, 
“The Egyptian Helen,” in which the music 
is mostly Schubert's, though it appears 
that the occasion is seized here to exploit 
the living Strauss rather than the dead 
Schubert. But the latter holds his place in 
Viennese affection as the greatest of the 
city’s many contributions to music.

It is as well that the centenary of Schu- 
bert’s death falls in 1928 rather than the 
immediate post-war period, when ruin a4 
famine stalked the streets of the once gay- 
est capital in Europe.

Schubert’s annus mirabilis 
was 1815, the year that Napoleon came 
back from Elba and Austria, spent with 5 
years of struggle, went to war again ior 
the Hundred Days, Schubert's recoguaiticn 
and the little happiness that was his before 
typhus ‘brought him to in untimely end 
came in Vienna struggling to recover iron 
the economic woes of the Napoleonic ars. 
The city then, as in 1914-18, never su‘fervd 
from actual contact with hostilities, Dut 
experienced a trade paralysis as deplorable 


as in this century. 


Vienna is resilient. For 400 years :t ‘as 
been the commercial and financial center 
of Southeast Europe. It came back after 
the Napoleonic era to hold unquestioned 
supreinacy in thi: field. And though ‘he 
vast reach of empire it capitaled in «919 
has shrun. to the narrow limits of a repub. 
lic, its remarkable comeback in the last 
six years bears attest that Southeast Europe 
knows nowhere else to turn for economic 
guidance. So Vienna smiles again and lis- 
tens to the music of a young man whose 
gift has immortalized him beyond the nem- 
ory of the centuries of traders and money

Each child was weighed to a quar- 
ter of a pound and its height meas- 
ured to a quarter of aneinch. 
The average increase in height 


1470 inches, as contrasted with 
1212 inches for the others.

The objection 
to any rat poison, especially in 
occupied buildings, is that the ani- 
mals may die where they cannot 
be removed readily. In small doses, 
such as fed to rats and mice, ba- 
rium carbonate is not usually dan- 
gerous to larger animals. If using 
it, make a dough of one part of 
barium carbonate and four parts 
of meal or flour, or makea stiff 
dough of oatmeal with one-eighth 
of its bulk of carbonate. Barium 
carbonate spread on fish or toast- 
ed bread (moistened) is attractive 
to rats. Put about a teaspoonful 
of the bait in a place, in the rat 
runs.
